Semi-Ollicial Statement That Sh- 
Meant No Offence Against 
Ua.ted Slates. 



Ia Earlier Stages of the War She 
Looked Upon Americans 
as .Bullies. 



But Now has Reached the Con- 
clusion That Spain Deserves 
her Fate. 



rSerlin, Aug. 13.— The Associated Press 
correspondent has had an interesting in- 
terview on the subject of the Spanish 
Auiceicnn war with a gentleman who iu 
the absence of Baron von Billow is act- 
ing chief of Ihe foreign oiHce and who 
may be regarded ;m voicing in this con- 
versation the general official view of the 
subject discussed. The gentleman began 
by saying; "Baron von Bulow on leav- 
ing, cautioned me that no expression of 
opinion contrary to Germany's policy of 
strict neutrality was to be promulgated. 
That we mean to observe neutrality of 
this description 1 thijik the world now 
knows. From the start the foreign of- 
fice has made it an invariable rule to say 
nothing tluit could be Interpreted as of- 
fensive to cither side and we have in 
no way tried to influence the German 
press in favor of the United States, cx- 
cej)t on a single occasion. 

"At first there was so much hostility 
on the part of ihe German press towards 
the United States that we took early op- 
portunity to arrange for the appearance 
of articles of a different tone. Almost 
the only .nihility existing between tler- 
mniiy and Spain is found in the monar- 
chical institutions, while the bonds unit- 
ing Germany and the United States are 
numerous. 

"it is true at the commencement of the 
war Germans were much influenced by 
the fact thai a powerful nation was 
sneiadking a weak one. This was a 
strong strain upon Gennan idealism and 
the sense of justice which characterizes 
the German people, and the mere fact 
that you were the aggressors in this 
case somewhat prejudiced the German 
mind against you, quite irrespective of 
the merits of the controversy. Besides it 
must not be forgotten that Germans in 
the mutter of political education are 
still somewhat unripe. It is not long 
iiiee they became a homogeneous political 
entity, it is partly due to this fact that 
Germans are given to reaching hasty 
conclusions on questions of polities. 
iHence sprung a great amount of public 
comment in favor tit Spain in the earli- 
er stages of the war. Such talk, how- 
ever, ought not to be quoted ngainst the 
German government in regard to which 
there lias been, I think, no just cause 
of complaint by Americans." 

As a matter of fact during the past 
foi might the tone of the German press 
hits been much mjore favorable to the 
United States and hardly anything di- 
rectly hostile has appeared in any of 
the more important papers while the 
number of journals openly friendly, has 
considerably increased. The papers now 
point out that the authorities nt Madrid 
and Manila and the Spanish press were 
largely responsible for the excitement 

arising out of the In incident as they 

misconstrued this and preceding inci- 
dents in a manner that nceessnriiy arous- 
ed suspicion in the United States. 

A good sample of the average editorial 
articles nowadays is furnished iu the 
Loknl Anzeiger, until recently one of 
the most violent n » ti- American sheets iu 
Berlin. In an article printed to-day that 
journal draws a parallel between the 
Turko-Grecinn and the Spanish-Ameri- 
ca n war and says that the difference ho- 
tween the two cases is mainly in the 
fact that Greece was the attacking and 
not like Spain the attacked party. This 
the Lokal Anzeiger goes on to say, was 
only a formal difference, for Spain was 
annoying, injuring and provoking a pow- 
erful neighbor for u long time until thev 
had finally engaged in a war in which 
she 'hud not the necessary strength to 
defend her possessions and which only 
imposed sacrifices upon her, and she was 
bound lo lose, If on the other hand she 
had sold these colonies she would have 
lteuliai'd a large sum. "By her unreas- 
onable altitude,'" the Lokal Anzeiger 
continues, "Spain assumes as large m 
measure of responsibility tis Greece, 
Both 'Spaniards and Greeks are blind 
and f'ull of conceit and vanity." 

The newspapers here to-day discuss 
elaborately the new situation and the 
enungeii conditions growing out of the 
war. The conclusion reached is that the 
United 'Slates hereafter must be reckon- 
ed a great, naval power and that Ger- 
many would he obliged once more to in- 
crease her navy to hold her own with 
other powers. 

The Deutsch Zeitung discussing the 
annexation of Hawaii and the plans of 
the United Stales as regards Pngfl I'ago, 
says: "This means a Change in the bal- 
ance of power in the South sea regarding 
which Germany cannot afford to he sil- 
ent." 

Admiral von Knorr, comma nder-in- 
chiof of the imperial navy, informs the 
correspondent of the Associated Tress 
that during the approaching autumn and 
winter the German navy will be more 
strongly represented in American waters 
than nt. any time since 1891 when Ger- 
many took a leading part in the settle- 
ment of Ihe Cuban trouble, and live 
warships with n total tonnage of 10,500 
and carrying 57 guns und 1,534 men 
were kept there.

RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

Li Hung Cluing Hits Promised to Place 
the Imperial Customs Under IJits- 
sian Control. 

London. Aug. 1!!.— A special despatch 
from Shanghai, received here to-day, 
says the China Gazette states that the 
Russian government: holds Li Hung 
(.'hang's promise, made during his visit 
to St. Petersburg, that China would 
place the imperial customs under Itus- 
sian control whenever the interests of 
the two countries demanded the change. 

The Emperor has issued several strik- 
ing decrees ordering the viceroys and 
Tartar generals to take concerted mea- 
sures for the for Hint ion of a new navy 
under foreign instructors, and urging 
the provincial governors to abandon 
time-honored Chinese ideas in favor of 
western methods, and to encourage the 
development of the country on Euro- 
pean lines. 

Russians have obtained control of a 
large tract of land along the route of 
the proposed Newchwang railway.

WINDING UP II WAIL 



Washington Plans How to Reduce- 
Army ami Navy to Peace 
Footings. 



Likely Members of the Peace Com- 
mission Soon to Mtet at 
Paris. 



Com m an tiers at Manila Not Yet. 
Notified That the Fighting 
Is Over. 



Washington, Aug. 13.— The sudden 
transition from war to peace was reflect- 
ed to-day in a complete dulness and slug- 
nation tlfrough. official quarters. In- 
stead of the bustle and activity which, 
have prevailed for months through the- 
corridors of the war and navy depart- 
ments there was a calmness not appar- 
ent since the midsummer vacations of. 
last year. Most of hie officials 'went 
home early in the day. There will be 
a large amount of important detail to 
be worked out from this time forward, 
a gradual reduction of the army and. 
navy to peace footings, the establishment 
of temporary and permanent administra- 
tions for our new colonial possessions,, 
the curing for the wounded and prison- 
ers and the relief of the distress in.' 
Cuba. 

The questioin of immediate attention- 
is the appointment of the peace coin- 
mission which is to meet at Paris, and 
of the military commission to meet at 
Havana and San Juan. The President 
conferred with Secretary Day during; 
the day relative to the peace commis- 
sion, but it was said that the state de- 
partment late in the day that the an- 
nouncement of the names of the com- 
missioners might he deferred for some- 
days. It is understood that he lias not 
fully determined upon the personnel »£ 
the commission. Several of the public 
men who saw him to-day were satis- 
fied time the commission would be made- 
up of Secretary Day, Senators Allison 
and Gorman and Joseph 11. Choate or 
Boot of New York, and probably a prom- 
inent army ofllcer. General Corbin is 
spoken of favorably in connection with, 
the appointment. 

Tin? military commissions for Cuba: 
and Porto Rico are not receiving any 
attention from the state department as. 
the military authorities will have entire 
charge of these branches of the peace- 
settlement. 

Many communications keep coming to- 
the state department, and the White- 
House on the establishment of peace. 
It is expected that the occupation of 
Manila under the terms of the protocol 
will occur within the next few hours. 
It was first thought the nnvy depart- 
ment bad a despatch boat at Hongkong, 
ready to carry forward the orders to- 
Admiral Dewey and General Mcrritt, but 
the department learned to-day that there- 
was no despatch boat at Hongkong, al- 
though one was likely to reach there 
to-day or to-morrow. Meanwhile it is 
possible that Consul WHdmnn may char- 
ter a steamer and send the orders for- 
ward. He has instructions as despatch 
agent and it was stated at the state de- 
partment that these instructions were- 
giveh in the present case. (Jen. Greely 
is satisfied that no use can he made of 
the cable connecting Hongkong with Ma- 
nila as there are no cable operators at 
the Manila end. 

Acting Secretary Allen said to-day that 
the matter of establishing coaling sta- 
tions, the disposition of Admiral Corveru: 
and other Spanish prisoners, and like- 
questions brought up by the peace set- 
tlement, would receive consideration in 
due time hut there was no immediate 
necessity passing upon them. 

ONTARIO legislature: ,' 

Hardy Government Secure Six Majority 
on the First Division. 

Toronto. ■ Aug. 13.— (Special.)— The de- 
bate on the address in reply to the- 
speech from the throne was concluded in 
the legislature this morning. Mr. Whit- 
ney, leader of the opposition, spoke for- 
two hours. He quoted from the Globe 
during the Dominion election campaign 
of 1887 two editorials, in the issues of 
February 21 and 24 respectively, in 
which it was argued that constables arc- 
not: legal voters. Mr. Whitney laid great 
stress on this exposition of the views 
of the Globe. A division was taken at 
3 a.m. and resulted in the government 
being sustained b.v six of a majority. 
The figures were 49 to 43.

Washington, Aug. 13.— Adjutant Gen-

-with Potts' battery ,'it 1.30 p.m., 12th 
inst., quickly silenced enemy's 'battery at 
Acomanta, near Aibona, and drove ihim 
from his position and rifle pits. No in- 
fantry lire on our part. Lieut. John 1*. 
Haynes, 4th artillery, struck by a stray 
Mauser bullet, not seriously wounded. A 
shell from enemy's gun burst jlrst over 
one of our pickets, killing one and wound 
ing four. (Sighed) Miles." 

Key West. Aug. IS.— The flagship San 
Francisco, the monitor Miaritonomah and 
the auxiliary yacht ■'Sylvia were tired up 
on by the Havana batteries shortly af- 
ter 5 yesterday morning. 'One ton or 
twelve inch shall struck the San Fran- 
cisco's stem as she turned to get out 
of range and tore a hole about a foot in 
diameter, completely wrecking Commo 
dore Howell's quarters and smashing his 
bookcase to fragments. Nobody was in 
jured and being under orders not to at- 
tack the batteries the ships retreated as 
fast as their engines could carry them. 

CHINESE SITUATION. 

Comments of the Press Upon Alleged 
Alliance With Russia. 

London, Aug. 18. — The morning papers 
-express the growing indignation of the 
country at the position of affairs in 
China. The Daily Graphic says: "If 
this state of things continues the guns 
will go oft themselves." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, who proposes to divulge the 
terms of the long existing secret treaty 
between China and Russia, says: "It 
is nothing less than an offensive alli- 
ance. China undertakes to regard Rus- 
sia as having a preponderating influence 
in all questions of commercial and in- 
ternational politics, while Russia will 
support China against all 'open doors' 
demands. Russian finance will assist 
China in internal developments and Chi- 
na grants Russia preferential rates in 
certain areas. Railways will be built in 
the joint interests of the two countries 
under Russia's practical control. 

"Russia will assist China in devel- 
oping her military and naval forces, and 
China will co-operate with Russia as an 
silly. The treaty . lias been signed. That 
it becomes operative at the present mo- 
ment except to the Pekin-Hankow and 
Nin Cluing contracts is significant,' 

The manager of the Hankow and 
Shanghai Bank in London, in the course 
of an interview yesterday said: "I be- 
lieve the Pekin-Hankow line, owing to 
the natural obstacles and costliness will 
never be built, Russia merely wishing to 
keep England out." 

The French press comments generally 
upon the situation, and the newspapers 
in Berlin and Vienna do not hide their 
satisfaction at the discomfiture of Eng- 
land. The continental press regard the 
prospect of an Anglo-American alliance 
as chimerical. These pournals consider 
that the United States lias had enough 
of -war for the present, and will not care 
to give Great Britain any more than 
moral support. 'Therefore, they argue, 
England will inot likely pick a quarrel 
witii Russia, but content herself with 
necking compensation elsewhere. 

A special despatch from Shanghai 
says. "Rufcian agents are again in- 
triguing to obtain control af the Chinese 
maritime customs departments." 

The correspondent of the Times, tele- 
graphing in reference to the Pekin-Han- 
Uow contract says: "The rebuff is all 
the more serions "because the Tsung Li 
Yamen gave assurances that a decree 
confirming the contract would not be is- 
sued until after a further conference 
with Sir Claude Macdonald, the British 
minister." 

The Daily Chronicle, in nn editorial 
which reflects the general opinion of 
London morning pnpers, comments upon 
the fact that the Marquis of Salisbury 
ami all responsible officials are leaving 
3/ondon at. such a critical moment, and 
says: "The curtain deliberately drops 
upon a scene of national humiliation and 
national indignation." 



AFTER 1'ilE WAR; 

Preparations for Receiving the Sioli iuid 
Wounded— Military Government 
for the Islands. 

Washington, Aug. 13. — Preparation* 
are making to receive the battleships 
and armored cruisers under orders 'to, 
conic north. The war department was' 
busy all day with matters pertaining to 
the cessation of hostilities. Secretary Al- 
ger consulted the President for some 
time ami when ho returned he said th<v 
military commissioners for Cuba a«*l 
Porto Rico would not be announced to- 
day. There was no need for haste, he 
said, as by the terms of the protocol 
ten days were allowed for the selection 
of the commissioners. 

There has been some speculation as 
to who will bo commissioners. Nearly 
all of the prominent o til coin of the army 
haw been canvassed, both volunteer and 
regular, and it seems to be generally 
conceded that General Lee will In? one 
of the commissioners for Cuba on ac- 
count of his knowledge of the conditions 
of the island. General Brooke and Gen- 
eral Henry are mentioned as probable 
commissioners for Porto Rico. 

The subject of mustering out a part 
of the volunteer forces has been con- 
sidered and it is probable the total force 
will be reduced to 15,000- men. This 
mustering out will begin at once. 

Garrisons of both regular and volun- 
teer soldiers will remain iu Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. Manila and 
Porto Rico will be governed through the 
army at present and probably the au- 
thority which the United States exerts in 
Cuba will be by the same method. Tlfis 
state of affairs is likely to continue un- 
til congress meets. 

It is the understanding of the war de 
partment that the Spanish soldiers in all 
places over which the United State 
exercises authority will he virtually pri> 
oners of war and under the orders ofth 
United States officers 'in command. 

The war department is now exercising 
every effort in the ■direction of the c 
of the sick and wounded soldiers and is 
pushing forward the plans to make the 
troops more comfortable. 

Playa del Esre, Arig 13.— The Ameri- 
can warships New Turk, Brooklyn, Ore- 
gon, Indiana, Iowa and Texas will sail 
to-morrow for Toirrpkiusrille unless th 
navy department decides that they shall 
wait for the troops tram Santiago de 
Cuba.

Tacoina, Aug. 13. — .(Special) — The 
eighth annual tennis tournament for th 
Pacific Northwest championships was to 
have closed to-day but owing to the 
great number of entries and unusual 
length of the matches it was impossible 
to complete more than four of the live 
finals left for to-day, although play was 
continued until dark.

THE WHITE PASS .RAILWAY. 

A Wonderful Piece of Narrow Gauge 
that will Greatly Facilitate Ingress 
tci tine North Country. 

Seven and a half miles have now been 
completed of what is known as the White 
Pass route -of the Pacific and Arctic 
Railway and Navigation company, the 
-short but necessarily costly line projected 
to run from SUagway and penetrate the 
gold country to the North. It is a well- 
built road,. .despite the immense engineer 
ing <IiUi(."uJfies the country traversed 
possesses; and Mr. A. D. Helmck.en, (J. 
C., who .arrived home from Skagway by 
the Cottage City la*t evening, speaks of 
the management of the line as both 
capable and courteous to a marked de- 
gree. It was by the invitation of the dis- 
trict superintendent of the road that 
Mr. Heluicken in company with the other 
sight-seeing passengers by the Cottage 
City, was treated to a special excursion 
trip over the completed section of the 
line. 

It ivas found to be a road rich in sonic 
attractiveness— well made well ballast- 
ed, and well graded. If the men and 
material -can be Iliad, it is anticipated 
that the road will be completed and 
ready for tralllc within six week from 
the date of the excursion referred to 
last. Monday. As a matter of fact the 
weather conditions may be expected to 
terminate the work for the season by 
October 1. 

Sixteen miles of the line are already 
graded, inclusive of the completed seven 
miles and a half, and construction work 
is proceeding steadily, although in 
patches. The grades are four per cent, 
equation curvature, so as to simplify the 
conversion of the line to standard gauge 
should this at any future date be deem- 
ed advisable. Six survey parties are at 
present in the field — or to put it more 
accurately, in tin- mountains — but as 
they have not yet. reported, nothing is at 
present known of the route to be fol- 
lowed beyond the summit.

DEATH OF COL. HOUGHTON. 

One of British Columbia's First Repre- 
sentatives in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The death occurred nt St. Joseph's 
hospital yesterday morning of Lleut.-Col. 
Charles Frederick Houghton, lute depu- 
ty adjutant general of militia at Mon- 
treal. The deceased who was known and 
highly respected from one end of Can- 
ada lo the other, had spout the best part 
of his life in the service of Her Majes- 
ty. He was horn in the country of Tip- 
perary just, sixty years ago and before 
his twentieth birthday was appointed to 
a commission iu the 57th regiment. Up- 
on his promotion to a captaincy in H. M. 
20th regiment, he was sent to Malta but 
remained a very short time, purchasing 
bis discharge in 18(53 to came to British 
Columbia and engage in farming in the 
Okanagan valley, being among the first 
to recognize the agricultural possibilities 
of .that section of the province. In 1S71 
Col. Houghton was elected a member of 
the House of Commons, being one of 
the first British Columbia members to 
go to Ottawa after confederation. He 
occupied the seat for two sessions, then 
being appointed D. A. G. for the British 
Columbia district. A few years later be 
Wits transferred to Winnipeg where be 
was commandant at the time of the 
second Kiel rebellion,. -going to the front 
with the !)tb battalion.. Subsequently, 
he was transferred to Montreal where 
he continued as D. A. G., until his re- 
tirement upon reaching the age limit. 

About live weeks ago Col. Houghton 
came to Victoria iu ill health and imme- 
diately went to St. Joseph's hospital, 
where he was trealed.for cancer. He was 
married in 1S79 to .Marion, daughter of 
the late Bobert Dtmsmuir, who died in 
1892.

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WHAT MR. SEMLIN DOES. 

In undertaking to tovm :i ministry un- 
der existing circumstances, Mr. Semlin 
Iiii s taken 11 responsibility that few pub- 
lic men would care to assume. When 
the Lieutenant-Governor sent for hint, 
two courses were open to him, one to 
accept the trust and with it the respon- 
sibility of the Lieutenant-Governor's 
acts, and the other to decline and thus 
permit His Honor to get along with Air. 
Turner and his colleagues until the house 
could he called together, and the burden 
of the crisis could be thrown upon the 
people's representatives, where it prop- 
erly belongs. Mr. Setnliu has chosen to 
take the Conner course, and in so do- 
ing he must be understood to be ready 
to defend the remarkable and unprece- 
dented series of acts, which have led up 
to his acceptance of his present post. 
On this point we refer to the course 
taken by Sir Robert Peel, mentioned 
elsewhere on this page. 

In the absence of otlicial correspond- 
ence or any authoritative ministerial 
statement, it is impossible to review 
these acbi as critically as is desirable, 
so we must do the best with what is the 
■commonly accepted version of the tran- 
saction, which is that the Lieutenant- 
Governor precipitated a crisis by refus- 
ing, before the elections were over and 
any one was in a position to define the 
composition of the new house, to sign 
warrants for ordinary expenditures vot- 
ed by the last house. When it was urged 
upon him that the expenditures were 
necessary, if the public service was to 
-go on, he called upon Mr. Turner to re- 
sign and invited Mr. Heaven, a defeated 
candidate, without a single follower in 
the legislature, to accept the duty of ex- 
pending the money which the last, house 
had entrusted to the hands of Mr. Tur- 
ner and his colleagues, anil notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Mr. Turner had a reas- 
onably fair chance of meeting I be house 
willi a majority at his back. Mr. Bea- 
•ven himself justified this last proposi- 
tion, because he pointed out in an inter- 
view published in the Colonist that Mr. 
'Turner hud probably nineteen seats cer- 
tain and that one of the opposition eau- 
ididates-elcet was ineligible, which would 
give that seat to a government supporter. 
thus 1 making the division of the house 
t!0 in Mr. Turner's favor and IS against. 
In view of these facts Mr. Semlin must 
be held to the responsibility for n course 
• of action on the part of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, which sets at defiance the 
will of the people constitutionally ex- 
pressed. 

If is no part of the duty of the Crown 
or its representative to interpret, the 
meaning of an election. The only evi- 
dence of Ibis is the action of the legis- 
lature presented in the form of an ad- 
dross, or the advice of the responsible 
'.ministers. If this is not good constitu- 
tional law, then we are living under an 
autocracy, and what happened to Mr. 
Turner last week may happen to Mr. 
•Semlin next week, and the Lieutenant- 
1 Governor will become the actual ruler 
••of the people. Mr. Semliu's responsibil- 
ity iu the premises is not debatable. He 
■will point out iu vain thai he did not 
advise the course, which lias been taken. 
By every constitutional principle he is as 
much responsible for the acts of the 
Lieutenant-Governor which have led to 
bis being culled upon to form a ministry, 
jis he would have been, if those acts had 
been done under his express advice. 
There is no escaping this. If the action 
of Hie Lieutenant-Governor has been un- 
constitutional, unprecedented and utter- 
ly unwarrantable by the facts as they 
existed at the time, as we maintain it 
•was, -Mr. Semlin by accepting the pre- 
miership will become the apologist for 
and the defender of such action, and he 
must be held to account for it before the 
house and befor the country, 

U is of the utmost importance, that, 
in popular indignation at the course of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, this responsi- 
bility of Mr. Semlin should not be lost 
sight of. The principle involved is tin; 
very essence of responsible government. 
If it has come about that a lieutenant- 
governor may take upon himself to do a 
.series of arbitrary acts, that is, acts 
without tiie advice or contrary to the 
advice of his ministry, and then call upon 
some one to form a new ministry, and 
'the person so called is free from any 
responsibility for those arbitrary acts, 
the maxim that the "the King can do 
no wrong - ' has lost its application to 
"British Columbia, and we have reverted 
'to the conditions existing when the Stu- 
arts were on the throne. The 'time has 
come to decide whether' this province 
in governed by its people or by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor for the time being, who 
iiiny take his instructions from Ottawa 
or may be actuated by some purely per- 
•sona! considerations, and while this issue 
bus been precipitated by Mr. Mclnnes 
the responsibilty for it has been assumed 
"by Mr. Semlin. Until this issue has been 
decided no other is worth considering. 
"The question before the people now is 
not whether there shall be a Turner gov- 
ornmenl or a Semlin government, but 
whether we shall have responsible gov- 
ernment. If Mr. Somlin'fl acceptance of 
-oflltv under the circumstances is eon- 
-iloileil by the house and the country, 
-our' institutions arc in peril, and we 



an? moving in the direction of the so- 
called republics of South America, which 
live under dictatorships tempered by 
revolution. 

The course of the Lieutenant-Governor 
In-sending for Mr. Semlin is scarcely less 
remarkable than the calling iu of Mr. 
Leaven. The only possible excuse for 
the latter step was that Mr. Semlin, the 
titular leader of the opposition, had fail- 
ed to receive from the people an expres- 
sion of confidence. If this was the case 
last Monday, and we are warranted in 
believing that the Lieutenant-Governor 
believed it to be the case, then what 
happened between Monday and Friday 
to lead His Honor to change his mind? 
Do not his own acts convict him of en- 
trusting the administration of affairs to 
a gentleman, iu whom he himself be- 
lieved the people had not expressed con- 
fidence? Thtre can hardly be any doubt 
on this point, and that he threw away 
•in excellent opportunity of amending 
his original error, when after Mr. Hea- 
ven's withdrawn!, ho did not send for 
Mr. Turner, ask li tin to remain in office, 
and direct him to call the legislature to- 
gether at the earliest possible day.

While it is quite true that the princi- 
ples of popular government, as we enjoy 
them to-day lire iu theory founded upon 
the ancient customs of the realm, the 
origin of which is lost in the mists of 
antiquity, the idea of ministerial respon- 
sibility, ns we understand it to- 
day, is of comparatively modern growth. 
The advent of the House of Hanover to 
the throne of England was at a time 
when it may be said that only one thing 
was clearly understood, namely, that the 
Crown derived its authority from the 
consent of the people. Thus we find that 
William III., a progressive statesman, 
assuimed personal control of foreign af- 
fairs, and was almost a personal ruler 
of the kingdom. In Queen Anne's time 
the ministers began to assert their 
powers, but that sovereign regularly at- 
tended nil meetings of the cabinet. It 
was only after the accession of George 
I. that cabinet meetings were conducted 
in the absence of the sovereign, and this 
was because George could not under- 
stand English, and was too much en- 
grossed with what was going on in Han- 
over to pay much attention to what was 
transpiring in England. George II. fol- 
lowed the example of his predecessor 
and left matters wholly in the hands of 
his ministers, so that when George III 
came to the throne the kingly authority 
hail been reduced to little but a name. 
This king determined to have the sub- 
stance as well as the shadow of power, 
nu ambition in which he was encouraged 
by his mother, whose frequent advice 
to him was: "George, be King." He 
found friends eager to forward his de- 
signs. He set himself to work to create 
a new party, which would reflect his 
own ideas, and, strange as it seems now- 
adays, he opened bis first parliament 
with a speech, which had never been 
submitted to his ministers. Then was 
presented the singular spectacle of a 
ministry supported by a large majority 
in parliament, and yet thwarted and op- 
posed at every stage by the king. To 
such a pitch did this hostility reach that 
Lord Chatham found himself forced to 
retire from the premiership and Lord 
Lute, the chief instigator of the king's 
plans, became premier. For a time 
George seemed to be likely to accom- 
plish his great ambition; which was to 
govern as well ns reign, but lie reckoned 
without the people. Every stretch of 
the royal prerogative was met by new 
popular demands and the result was that 
Lord Bute, fearing to precipitate a ca- 
tastrophe, which might involve the 
Crown itself, resigned, and Mr. Grenville 
took bis place. The king hoped that 
Grenville would carry out his plans, but 
finding him inclined to look to parlia- 
ment as the source of his authority, dis- 
missed him and called on Chatham to take 
office. But Chatham exacted conditions 
harder to bear than those demanded by 
Grenville, so that the king asked the 
hitler to retain power, which he did. 
After several troublesome years, Chat- 
ham was once more called to power. He 
proved more to the king's liking on this 
occasion, and the latter was able under 
111 til and successive ministers to so ex- 
tend bis prerogative that Fox in 177!) 
declared at the opening of parliament 
that it was clear the king had become 
his own minister. In April of the next 
year the House of Commons passed a 
resolution declaring that "the Influence 
of the Crown him increased, is increasing 
and ought to be diminished," and others 
declaring the power of the house to cor- 
rect all abuses in the expenditure of 
moneys, and the administration of af- 
fairs. The struggle continued, but tin- 
ally in 1782 the North ministry was 
overthrown in a vote based upon a de- 
termination to make peace with the re- 
volted colonies in America. It was a 
straight vote of want, of confidence, and 
North resigned. For a very brief period 
it seemed as though the prerogative 
would at last bo kept within reasonable 
limits; but. when young William Pitt 
enme into power, the tendency towards 
expansion was at once obvious, and this 
time the people sided with the sovereign. 
Pitt, however, took alarm, and the king 
once more found his power in danger 
of curtailment. So angry did he be- 
come that; he threatened to leave Eng- 
land!'] and only abandoned the idea when 
Lord Thurlow told him that "it. was 
easy to go, but not so easy to return " 
Yet he was as resolute as he wns am- 
bitious, ami up to the year 1801, when 
his mind gave way he continued to in- 
sist upon his prerogative rights to a de- 
gree that had not boon assorted by any 
sovereign since the Stuarts, and as far 
removed from what is now recognized as 
constitutional ns can well be imagined. 



During the, regency of George, Prince 
of Wales, the ministers gradually in- 
creased their control and the power of 
parliament increased; yet when in 1S22 
Lord Brougham proposed a resolution 
declaring against tin; exercise of the 
personal influence of the Crown iu poli- 
tics, it: was negatived by a large major- 
ity. Willinm IV. submitted himself to 
the advice of his ministers in all things 
and was himself a constitutional sover- 
eign, but even he in 1834 dismissed his 
ministry, and called on Sir Robert Peel to 
form a new cabinet. Peel wns not in 
the country at the time; and the Duke 
of Wellington administered affairs in his 
absence. Yet when he returned home 
and look ojllee, lie declared iu his place 
in parliament that by accepting office he 
became responsible for the dismissal of 
his predecessors and for everything done 
in the interim, as fully as if he bad per- 
sonally advised the acts. When parlia- 
ment met, a house of commons, fresh from 
the people stamped the king's act in dis- 
missing bis ministers with the strongest 
disapproval. Peel was defeated on the 
election of the Speaker, and when tin- 
address was moved an amendment was 
carried, protesting against the dismissal 
of the ministry and the consequent, dis- 
solution, lie held office for some weeks 
longer and then resigned. 

The assumption by Peel of the respon- 
sibility for the acts of the king, and his 
defeat in parliament established respon- 
sible government as we have it to-day. 
Lord Melbourne, who! succeeded him 
was iu office until the accession of Her 
Grueious Majesty, two years after. Thus 
it may be said that our present coiisti- 
tutionial usages in respect to ministerial 
responsibility is peculiarly the product 
of the Victorian Era. 

A GRATUITOUS INSULT. 

In the Times last evening there ap- 
peared the following statement: 

"The fact that the government has 
lost the confidence of the house no doubt 
influenced His Honor to heroic measures, 
but it is not the primary reason for his 
action. The Lieutennnt-Governor lias 
come to the conclusion, from circum- 
stances best known to himself, but which 
are not altogether state secrets, that he 
could no longer put trust and confidence 
in his lale advisers." 

The cowardly and contemptible insinu- 
ation contained in the above paragraph 
is worthy of the source from which it 
emanated. It is on a par with the false- 
hoods which have hitherto appeared in 
(he Times iu regard to Hon. Mr. Turner 
and his colleagues, vague and despicable 
attacks upon the honor of honest men. 
and like nothing so much ns a stab in 
the dark. If the Times knows anything, 
which warrants the insinuation in tin: 
paragraph quoted, why does it not dis- 
play sufficient, manliness to put its 
charges in plain English? We challenge 
it to say in explicit words what it in- 
sinuates was the primary reason for the 
Lieutenant-Governor's action. If any 
such renson exisls it is the duty of the 
Times to the Lieutenant-Governor, to 
His Honor's late advisers, to the public 
and to itself to drop the language of in- 
sinuation and speak definitely and posi- 
tively. The Colonist is authorized by the 
Hon. Mr. Turner to deny that anything 
lias occurred, which in nay way war- 
rants the Times in making such an in- 
sinuation. 

The public will accept Mr. Turner's 
stntemenl upon this point without the 
slightest hesitation. As for the Times, 
it is impossible for that paper to sink 
any lower iu public esteem than it now 
is. but if it could do so, this its latest 
exhibition of malice and falsehood would 
he more than sufficient to destroy its 
last vestige of respectability. 

THE LATEST COLD FIND. 
The discoveries of gold reported from 
the neighborhood of Lake Atlin will lead 
to a great stampede to the North. Al- 
ready we are told that Skngway, Dyen 
and Juneau are nearly deserted because 
of the rush to the new mines. The dis- 
cov( l ies are in British Columbia, and 
hence not subject to the obnoxious regu- 
lations applicable to the Yukon. They 
are so much further south than Klondike 
•that the condition under which they will 
be worked will be much more favorable 
than in the case of the latter, both in the 
matter of climate and transportation. 
Pike Creek on which the discoveries 
have been made is about forty miles 
from the Stik''e-Teslin trail, where it 
crosses the Nahleen river. It is to be 
hoped that the development of this part 
of the province will be done from British 
Columbian cities as a base of operations.

When the British ship Celli< 
sixty days from Callo, got i 
Itoyal Roads yesterday morning a sig- 
nal flying for "police" took Sergt. Lang- 
ley and provincial constables Murray 
and Ireland out to the vessel, where it 
was found that Capt Jones, of the ship 
had live men to give in charge for re- 
fusing duty. These live are: M. Cahara, 
.lames Ferguson, William Gason, John 
Barry and Thos. Cowley. According to 
the captain's story the men bad pilfered 
provisions, and then had begun to turn 
rusty on various pretexts, one of which 
was that one man's supply of tobacco 
was shortened as he was using up the 
weed at the rate of a pound a week. 
On July IS things came to a crisis when 
one of the five refused duty. He was 
put in irons for half an hour and on 
promising to behave was liberated. He. 
however, again refused to work and on 
the captain and mate going down into 
the forecastle to clap the man in irons a 
free fight ensu?d, in which the live took 
part. The result is that the men were 
given into charge as already slated and 
are now under lock and key in the pro- 
vincial police station and will no doubt 
come up for hearing on Monday. On 
the other side, the men claim the trouble 
was that they were insufficiently fed 
and the food was bad, that the sea mis- 
cuits were so hard that they bad to 
be struck against something to lie brok- 
en. One of the five men brought with 
him ashore a piece of salt pork that he 
intends to produce as a sample of the 
diet furnished the crew and a pretty 
tough sort ot sample it is if the men's 
story is true. The Celtic Chief is here 
to load salmon. Capt. Jones reports 
that times lire terribly dull nt Oallao. 
so much so that three men shipped witli 
him at. the nominal pay of a shilling n 
month, so that they could work their 
way up and get away from Oallao.

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"Klondike'' 's ino longer the name to 
conjure with in that great gold country 
broadly known as "the -North." No long- 
er are the fortune-seekers pressing on 
through boiling rivers or over rugged 
mouintains to the far distaiut Yukon 
wilderness. "Tugish" is now the cry, 
and with only sixty miles to be travers- 
ed from the steamboat landing at-Skag- 
way to the new gold fields, and from 
50 cents to a pan being taken from 
the dirt on bedrock when one gets there, 
it is no wonder that Dyea, Skagway 
and Juneau have been deserted practi- 
cally by their entire male populations, 
and that the excitement of the stampede 
is at fever beat. 

Already a city of tents such as Daw- 
son was only two two short years ago has 
sprung up at the new El Dorado, a city 
that has been born in a day and a night, 
yet numbers its thousands of busy men. 
To these are daily being added hundreds 
both from the north and from the south, 
for the returning Klondikers by the up- 
river route no sooner reach Bennet on 
their way back to civilization, than the 
magic reports from the new gold fields 
take them there, perhaps to improve up- 
on their Klondike fortunes. 

Doubling the popularity of the last 
discovered mining ground is the fact 
that it is well within the boundaries of 
British Columbia, and there are none of 
the vexatious restrictions to be encount- 
ered by the miners that the Dominion 
government has seen tit to enact, and 
which are so much resented by all min- 
ers, in tlit? Yukon district. The new 
creek, according to advices by the Cot- 
tage City last evening, has already pro- 
duced claims that are proving as rich 
as the original Bonanza and El Dorado 
properties. 

The great gold stream itself is off 
gome little distance from Tagish, and 
has been christened the Pike. It is said 
to be about 10 miles long, but on the 
same! lake and on the same side of it. 
there are two other creeks that have not 
yet been prospected. The district is in 
British Columbia and there are, under 
the provincial laws, no claims reserved, 
ami noi royalty to pay. The claims are 
100 feet square. Captain Rant, the gov- 
ernment agent, bus sent from Lake Ben- 
nett the miners' certificates issued by 
the province, which cost only $5 each 
so that the miner and prospector can buy 
them on the spot. The district is known 
as the northern Cassiar. and takes in all 
the territory from the boundary to Tes- 
lin lake. 

Just before the Cottage City left Skag- 
way on ihe 8th instant. Mounted Police- 
man French reached there and was lit- 
erally mobbed for information, lie de- 
clared nil the reports received at Ben- 
nett to be good. Several of the claims 
were down to bedrock, which was only 
five feet from the surface, anil the dirt 
was really running $6 to the pan. A 
Mr. Olive bad got •}!) colors to the pan 
in his first prospect, and gold that J. E. 
Keero bad brought out from his claim 
was a fair sample of the quality, run- 
ning from $18 to $20j>er ounce. 

So general has been the abandonment 
by the men of the coast towns of every 
other engagement that they may join 
in the rush to the mines, that the lines 
of the last, steamer calling at Dyea were 
taken by women, every man in the camp 
having turned his face toward the lakes. 
Skagway was little better, and Juneau 
was "packing up." 

The lirst news of the strikes credited 
them with having been made on Tagish 
lake itself, and several hundred pros- 
pectors at once trooped in that direc- 
tion. Subsequent reports corrected the 
geography a little. The gold was there 
to all certainty, but it was in an entire- 
ly new district, near Taku Arm and 
Lake Atlin. 

J. E. Feero, the pioneer packer of the 
White Pass, was one of the lirst men to 
get a claim, and was back in Skagway 
for supplies when the Cottage City sail- 
ed. He went in on the steamer Nora, 
leaving Lake Bennett: on Wednesday, 
August :!, with 34 passengers. Uirom 
Bennett by steamer it is forty miles by 
the steamer to the head of Lake Tagish: 
65 miles t» Taku Arm to the mouth ot 
the Atlinoo ricer; seven miles up the 
river to Atlin lake, and about, twelve 
miles across the lake to Pike Creek, on 
Which the discovery was made. It. is 
seven miles up the creek to discovery, 
and Feero located 4:! above. At that 
time there were thirty locations staked 
below discovery. 

Frank Hinds, the purser of the Nora, 
was one of the lucky on^s of the party. 
He went in with the rushers and staked 
a claim, and set to work with shovel and 
pan, In less than a foot of dirt he 
struck rich pay. The first dirt ho pan- 
ned ran four dollars. 

Game is plentiful in that part or the 
country, and water is abundant. While 
the Nora was going up Taku Ann a cou- 
ple of moose were- seen swimming across. 
The course of the steamer was changed 
to head them off. and they were lasoood 
from the deck- and filled with lead from 
Ihe passengers' revolvers. 

A butcher named Murphy, hailing orig- 
inally from Tn coma, who was driving 
in sheep for Dawson to be sent down the 
river in scows, is credited with the orig- 
inal discovery. The sheep in their wan- 
derings along the bank of the crook 



turned up a little nugget; Murphy picked 
it up; investigated; and became a rich 
man. Unlike the average mortal, lie 
decided to say nothing about his good 
luck, and went to work to dig out a 
fortune. He kept hard at it until sup- 
plies ran short; then washed out a bag- 
ful of dust, ami went to Skagway to buy 
grub with it. This operation was twice 
repeated, and then the circumstance that 
be could not have gone far for his trea- 
sure excited the curiosity of the store- 
keeper, lie was followed— and the secret 
w as but. 

Four old prospectors, Juneau men, 
were the trailers who exposed his 
"bank." They sent out for eight of their 
friends. The friends naturally discuss- 
ed the proposition. Then other men 
sent for their friends to hurry in and 
locate, ami the news came to Bennett 
and went down the river on the steam- 
ers. 

On one of the steamers from 
Dawson came Arthur Sola, a speculator 
with wealth behind him. He rushed 
from Bennett with Charles Little, a 
clerk in the commissioner's ollice and 
highly respected, and Norman Itant, sou 
of Captain Rant, the magistrate and gov- 
ernment agent, at Bennett, a former resi- 
dent of tins city. The three went out on 
the steamer Kilbourne to Tagish Lake 
and back up Taku Arm. The vessel 
made a brave attempt to take them up 
the Atlino river, which connects the arm 
with Atlin lake, but although she had 
little or no freight to speak of, and was 
iu first class condition, she could make 
no headway against the high water and 
swift current. The pioneers had to take 
to boats. 

At the head of this river and on Lake 
Atlin, tlie pioneers surveyed and staked 
out a townsito, and three miles across 
tlie hike, is a stream emptying into it 
which has been called Atlin creek, but 
which by now may have another n line. 
Here is where the discovery post of the 
district is located. The site of this new 
city is about eighty miles from Bennett, 
and steamers are now regularly running 
there, charging $20 each way. The erec- 
tion of a number of permanent buildings 
has already been commenced, and along 
the Atlin river from Taku Arm to the 
new city the townsito promoters are 
building a tram line. 

Of the men who "with their own eyes 
have seen," is the first officer of the Cot- 
tage City. He hail a friend in the 
North working at Skagway whom he 
knew to be really bard up. On the pre- 
sent trip that friend came in from Pike 
creek for grub. He paid for it with 
$700 in dust that he had taken in the 
first two days after touching bedrock. 
Another man in Skagway last Tuesday 
had $1,000 that he had taken out in 
two days, while yet others bring reports 
so glowing that it would at present be 
injudicious to give them publicity. 

On the Stb instant, ninety-five business 
men anil settled residents of Skagway, 
by actual count, left for the mines. Be-' 
sides these, Edwin Hall Warner, one of 
the railway surveyors, left the previous 
Saturday night, and took his staff of 
fourteen with him. Over two hundred 
of the railway hands have since quit 
work and started out. Railroad time 
cheeks, as good as gold, are plentiful 
iu Skagway just at present. 

No one can fail to be impressed with 
the genuineness of this strike and of its 
rich promise who reads the names of 
those who have joined the rush. Many 
of the Skagway men nre going to Log 
Cabin, and there striking the trail to 
Taku Ann. which is only twenty miles 
away. The first packer who starts out 
to take freight over this route will make 
a fortune. Of the Victorians who are 
getting in on the ground lloor are men- 
tioned Barney Levy, II. G. Dalby, W. 
D. Aden. C. E. Cole. "Bud" Lenbnrdt, 
and Oscar Scbupe. The last mentioned 
four started hist Tuesday morning from 
Skagway. a I ter shaking hands with "Our 
Harry" Hclmckon, and receiving his 
best wishes for their success. 

When the great news became pnblic, 
Major Steele was on his way to Daw- 
son, and Major Strickland was starting 
in the same direction. The latter switch- 
ed off to Taku Arm, and has written a 
glowing report to his chief. A special 
messenger was sent to Log Cabin to ap- 
prise Inspector Cartwrlght, and he left 
nt once on horseback for Taku Ann. 
There he managed to get a boat for the 
r<st of the journey. 

Mr. Oliver, the representative of the 
Bennett and Klondike Transportation 
Co,, went up on thestci.mer Nora. He bad 
two men with him. They took a boat to 
go up the Atlintoo river, and the two men 
went on shore to tow it, Mr. Oliver 
remaining in the boat. The tow mules 
were too strong, or the current wns. 
The boat went over, and Mr. Oliver in 
his shirtsleeves bad to swin to shore. He 
lost the out lit, a valuable gold watch and 
Ids clothes. Hatless and in his shirt- 
sleeves, he slept one night under the 
stars, and the next morning rushed up 
the new creek, bareheaded, and staked 
ids claim.

Mclnucs, M.B., into a place in the cabi- 
net, there is noi language too strong 
to condemn both his motive and his ar- 
bitrary action. As it proved, Mr. Heav- 
en hail to abandon the attempt to form 
a ministry. The condemnation of his 
action from one end of the continent, to 
the other, by all shades of parties, and 
the general amazement and auger shown 
by both political parties in this province 
at the remarkable attempt to over-ride 
public opinion, should have taught His 
Honor a salutary lesson. But such 
seems not to be the ease. Although the 
indications are that Mr. Turner will have 
a majority in the new house, His Honor 
refused to either learn wisdom by ex- 
perience, or show repentance for the evil 
he had done by assenting to the Turner 
ministry remaining in olUce until the leg- 
islature could meet. Instead, be still 
further aggravates -his offense ami com- 
plicates the unpleasant situation by call- 
in" upon Mr. Semlin to form a ministry, 
when the best that that worthy gentle- 
man can claim is the same status as is 
occupied by Mr. Turner, with the add- 
ed disadvantage of disaffection in the 
ranks. The probability is that Mr. 
Semlin will see the futility of forming 
a ministry that will not receive the con- 
fidence of the legislature, and thereby 
precipitate another general election, unit 
will inform His Honor that the best 
thing to do is to place Mr. Turner where 
he was before His Honor's unwarrant- 
able action. This would clear the poli- 
tical atmosphere and enable Ihe matter 
to be settled as it ought to be by the 
dicision of the people's representatives,

THE LETTEB OF TUB LAW. 
Wheelmen Complain that Sidewalk Bid 
ing Prohibition is Being Inter- 
preted in Arbitrary Manner. 

The time of the city police magistral, 
was largely occupied yesterday morning 
in the bearing of charges against various 
bicyclists who had been summond by 
Constable Abbott for riding on the foot- 
path. Five of them, including one holy, 
paid tines of ?3 each; the charge pre- 
ferred against. Dr. Carter was with- 
drawn; three cases were remanded until 
Monday; and the ninth resulted in an 
acquittal. There are still other stiia- 
moiises out, and the magistrate has now 
decided to add $2 costs to each line, to 
pay for the issue of the summons. 

The lines of the bicyclists may there- 
fore be expected during the next few 
weeks to swell materially tin; revenue of 
the city, through certain of the streets 
not being maintained in such condition 
us to be rideilble. Several of the recent 
eases of cyclist summoning it is claimed 
show a fuck of discretion on the part 
of the summoning officer. 

One of these came up yesterday, the 
defendant being Mr. Thomas W. Ed- 
wards, who was promi it in the cru- 
sade against sidewalk riding in this city, 
and the frnmer of the very section of 
the by-law under which the proceedings 
against him were taken. When ho ap- 
proached the impassable section of Cnd-I 
born Bay road where the constable is 
stationed be turned in to the sidewalk— 
to accept his own sworn narration of 
the ctrcurnstauces— and dismounted to 
lend his wheel just us soon ns tile pedal 
came down, the wheel making no revo- 
lution on the path, and his intention to 
walk around the fresh gravel being very 
evident. He was summoned, neverthe- 
less, the constable observing, be snys, 
that it "was not for what he saw just 
now" that he intended to give him the 
blue paper, "so much as for what he 
knew he had done farther' up the road." 

This remark was repeated by Mr, Ed- 
wards in the witness box, and on bis evi- 
dence being contradicted by the police 
officer, he asked for a remand in order 
that he might produce a witness to cor- 
roborate his narrative. The magistrate 
decided, however, that he would dismiss 
the case, giving the defendant the bene- 
fit of the doubt," an expression to which 
Mr. Edwards' objected, holding that he 
could obtain Evidence to remove the pos- 
sibility of a doubt: existing.
